—Some 
remarkable fads

elicited by Uie investigation of naturalists 
in Borneo. lu the stems of certain plants

able necessity will continue to bear the 
lighter burden of taxation.

Hanlan and Courtney for the world's cham- 
pionship, is to take plica at Washington.

amelioration of tbe working classes, but 
leave them in these respects in a more un- 
favoiablfi position than they now are. 


If it is granted that picture galleries and 


reading rooms may be opened on Ihe Sab- 
bait day for the gratification of the woik- 
ing class, no objection could be interposed 
to the giving ofSanday concerts for tbe mu- 
sically inclined, for the same purpose. 
The
